the end of 1943, She has sold her 
wool clip to the United Kingdom— 
apart from the small proportion 
needed by Australia milts—which 
means she will receive £60,000,000 
sterling in proceeds this year, com- 
pared with last scason’s £39,000,000 
sterling. : 

Most of this sum must be re- 
patrinted to pay growers for thelr 
wool, but the Commonwealth govern- 
ment plans ‘to leave in London the 
difference , between receipts for the 
old tlip and receipts for the . new.

The Chief Justice, Sir ‘Atholl 
MacGregor heard the case, assisted 
by the following Jury: Messrs, D. 
Buchanan (Fereman) Lo Tal-yau, 
E. W. Sharp, L. C. Baker, A, E. 
Gutlerrez, Ho Shlu-que and C. P. 
Grant. : 

Mr. Ingits Uosang, instructed by 
Mr. J. M. Hall, represented — firnt 
accused and Mr. D. J, N. Anderson, 
Instructed by Mr. A. el Arculli, was 
for the second. 

Mr. Willlama sald the murder was 
committed in a brutal and callou: 


manner, the woman. being strangled 
in order that her crics for help should 


bo drowned. 

‘Accused, Mr. Willlams alleged, 
went to steal chickens. from the 
woman's house and when she called 
for help they strangled her, 

Scene OF Crimo 

Describing the scene of the crime, 
Mr. Williams said Ap Man Liu 
village js about five miles away from 
the Sal Kung Police Statlon. ‘ 

Accused Jived in the Tin Llu vil- 
lage about half a.mile away from 
the old woman's place, which con- 
sisted of only a few blocks of 
buildings. 

The dead woman kept. pigs and 
chickens, 

On the day: of the murder, can- 
tinued Counsel, Yee Hing, a neigh- 
bour, was awakened by the sound 
of squawling chickens and two calls 
of “save Ife.” 


“Yee went to his front door but |: 


found that he had been shut in by 
some fastening on -the outside, He 
called out loudly “save life,” to warn 
his mother, who lived jn another 
house and who subsequently came to 
his door and unfastened some wirlng 
which relensed the door, Yee then 
went to Lam's house and saw Lam 
lying on the floor. 
Not Bravest Of Men 

Yee, was not the bravest of men 
and he immedintely went back and 
told his mother what he had seen. 

The Police, were subsequently in- 
formed and they arrived at the scene 
at 7.40 am, on November 6, and in- 
vestigations were ‘eonducted. It was 
noticed that Lam's trousers were 
Joose and there was no girdle. Ser- 
geant Mottram saw that the bed- 
room wag in a state of chaos and 
‘onfusion, 
oORathh defendants, carried on Mr, 
Williams, Uved in Tin Yiu village, 
Lau Tau residing with his father. ~ 

The other accused, Lau Tin-yeung, 
did not return home until November 


70s father accused him of being 
bad- son and of stealing chickens, To 
this he replied: “I took her chickens, 
the old woman was standing In the 
door.

Lau 
Tin-ycung admitted that there had 
been an arrangement. to steal the 
chickens,

was due to strangulation and the 
probable gause of that was manual.
